WaSHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The railroad and 
express companies are moving upon Con- 
gress in earnest to secure legislation for 
their protection against train robbers, and 
will make strenuous efforts tosecure some 
action in thatdirection at the approaching 
session. A bill looking to this end was in- 
troduced by Representative Caldwell of 
Ohio during the extra session, but owing to 
the press of other business it was not pushed. 

The representatives of the transportation 
companies say now that the matter is too 
important to submit of more delay than is 
necessary and they will do all in their power 
to secure legisiation during the present win- 
ter, which they fearon account ofthe dull 
times and the number of men out of employ- 
ment will farnish too many Illustrations of 
the necessity forsuch protection as they de- 
mand. 

The various railroad and express com- 
panies have already begun to lobby in the in- 
terest ofthe Caldwell bill and are bringing 
strong pressure to bear upoa Congressmen 
by the use of local influence. They wanta 
nationallaw and urge that only that will 
suffice for their thorough protection. They 
say in pleading with Senators and members 
that if all the States and Territories would 
enact laws such as Arizona has enacted, 
making train robbing a felony, there would 
be no demand for a national law; but they 
have found it impossible to secure uniformity 
of action by the States. They argue that 
Congress can act forthe protection of inter- 
state railroad or express companies just as 
consistently as it could act to regulate com- 
merce between the States.

MINERS INVADING INDIAN LANDS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 18.—Gen. F. 
OC. Armstrong, Acting Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, has been informed that quite a party 
of whites have entered the Uncumpahgre 
Indian Reservation in Utah to prospect for 
gold and the agent of the Indians who for- 
warded the information has asked for in- 
structions. Tothis inquiry Gen. Armstrong 
replied instructing the agent to promptly 


remove the intruders. He says the whites 
have no more right to enter the Indian res- 
ervations to prospect for mineral than one 
man has to enter another’s yard and hel 
himself to what he finds there,and that in all 
instances, when the department is advised 
of such trespass the .interlopers will be 
promptly —— 


ressure than usual nt this in @ for the 


privilege of prospecting upon the Indian 
reservations. This is due to the fact that 
many silver miners inthe Rocky Mountain 
States and Territories have been thrown out 
ofemployment, andinthe search for gold, 
which has increased largely in the past few 
months, the prospectors show an almost 
uncontrollable desire to cross the lines of the 
reservation, within which they always seem 
to think they can find the precious metals in 
abundance. These efforts will be resisted, 
Gen. Armstrong says, both for the purpose 
of protecting the ndians and their rights 
and forthe prevention of bloodshed, which 
islikely to be the resultof such encroach- 
ments.

A SUSPICION AT WASHINGTON THAT 
THE MINISTER HAS WEAKENED. 


Pacific Tone of Willis’ Presentation 4d 
dress and President Dole“ e Response 
The Close-Mouthed United States Rep- 
resentative Gave No Inkling of His 
Chief’s Policy—Strange Procedure on 
Board the Oruiser Philadelphia — What 
Passengers on the Australia Say. 


San FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 18.—The Oceanté 
steamship Australia arrived from Honolulu 
at 9:20 o’clock this morning, bringing a small 
list of passengers and information that no 
unusual occurrence has disturbed the course 
of affairs at the Hawalian Islands. Minister 
Willis had presented his credentials in due 
form to the Provisional Government and had 
been received as the accredited representa- 
tive of the United States. He has not made 
public his instructions from the United 
States and had not indicated prior to the de- 
parture of the Australia on the llth inst. any 
intention on the part of the United States 
Government to insist upon the restoration of 
Queen Liliuokalani. 

The Australia brings advices up to the lith 
inst. as follows: But little of a definite 
nature has transpired since advices by the 
steamer China were sent. Perhabs the 
most significant were the remarks of 
Minister Willis, when he jpresented his cre- 
dentials on the 7th inst., together with the 
reply of President Dole. Minister Willis 
said: 

MINISTER WILLIS’ ADDRESS. 

MR. PRESIDENT—Mr. Blount, the late En- 
voy Extraordinary of the United States to 
your Government, having resigned his office, 
while absent from his post, I have the honor 
to now present his letter of recall and to ex- 
press for him his sincere regret that he 
is unable in person to make known his con- 
tinued good wishes in behalf of your people 
and his grateful appreciation of the many 
courtesies both personal and official 
of which, while here, he was the 
honored recipient. I desire at 


hands a letter ascrediting me as is she 
cessor. In doing this, I am directed by the 
President to give renewed assurance of friend - 
ship, interest and hearty good-will which 
our Government entertains for you and for 
the people of this island realm. 

Invoking that spirit of peace, friendship 
and hospitality which has ever been the 
shield and sword of this country, I now, 
upon behalf of the United States of America, 
tender to your people the right hand of good 
will, which I trust may be as lasting as I 
know it to be sincere, expressing the hope 
that every year whl promote and perpetuate 
that good will to the honor, happiness and 
prosperity of both Governments. * 

PRESIDENT DOLE's RESPONSE. 

President Dole then made reply as follows: 

MR. MINISTER—It is with much satisfac- 
tion that I receive the credentials you bring 
from his excellency, the President of the 
United States of America, accrediting you as 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary to represent that country at the 
capital of the Hawaiian Islands. Youras- 
surances of continued friendship of your 
Government for me and the Hawaiian people 
add to the gratification which long experi- 
ence of the generous considera - 
tion of the United States for 
this country has fostered. Permit 
metoassure you that we heartily recipro- 
cate the expressions of interest and good 
Will which you, on behalf ofthe American 
people, have conveyed to us. Aside from 
our geographical proximity and the conse- 
quent preponderating commercial interests 
which center here, the present advanced 
civilization and christianization of your peo- 
ple, together with your enlightened codes of 
law, stand to-day beneficient monuments of 
American zeal, courage and  intelli- 
gence. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that the United States 
were the first to recognize the independence 
of the Hawaiian Islands and to welcome 
them into the great family of free, equal and 
sovereign nations; norisit surprising that 
this historic tie has been strengthened from 
year to year by the important mutual 
reciprocities and agreement alike honorable 
and advantageous to both Governments. 
Partly from proximity, {partly from the 
leading influence of American  citi- 
zens in the work of inaugurating 
Christian civilization and industrial 
enterprise in these islands, but 
still more from the repeated acts of friendly 
assistance, we have received from your Gov- 
ernment during the past halfcentury, we 
have become accastomed to regard the 
United States as a friend and ally and have 
learned to look first to her for help in our 
emergencies:

Severance and Wife and Mrs. Admiral Sker- 
rittand daughters, In an interview witha 
representative of the press immediately on 
the arrival of the steamer, ex-Consul Sever- 
ance said: 

No one at Honolulu bas heard anything 
about the restoration of Queen Liliuokaiani 
being intended by President Cleveland. 
There was no talk of bloodshed or resistance. 
In fact, so far as I have been able to learn, 
all the recent excitement over Honolulu 
affairs. appears to have been stirred 
up in this country. Ihe jprovisgional 

overnment is not making special prepara- 
tions to protect itself by force against the 
return to power of the Queen, and has not 
received any large invoice of arms, so far as 
I know. Public sentiment on the islands 
toward the Queen and toward the Dole gov- 
ernment ls much the same as it has been. 

Do yuu think there will be serious trouble 
if the United States attempt to depose the 
Provisional Government?’’ asked the re- 
porter. 

I have no opinion on that subject,“ was 
the reply. such am emergency has not 
arisen and is not contemplated by anybody 
any more than it has been.

PREDICTING THE OUTCOME. 

Charles R. Bishop, one of the largest 
property owners and leading citizens of the 
Hawaiian Islands, was among the 
Ha wallans who awaited news from Honolulu 
with great anxiety, and When he boarded 
the steamer Australia upon her arrival 
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of the United States Government's intentions 
will have,’’ said Mr. Bishop. ..

Willis’ instruction win, Lam satisfied, con- 
solidate the members and adherents of the 
Provisional Government, as nothing else 
could do.“ said Gen. Hartwell. ‘‘The strain 
of anilety and uncertainty in Hawaii must 
be severe, but I find it difficult to believe that 
the matter will reach the emergency of arms. 
I cannot for a moment believe any officer in 
the United States Navy will bring himself to 
fire upon the Americans in Honolulu, 
and I believe that when the 
facts are laid before President Cleveland, he 
will see to it that no action shall be taken 
which may precipitate conflicts. 

Gen. Hartwell is an old friend of Atty. -Gen. 
Olney, and he expressed his confidence 
that Mr. Olney would advise President 
Cleveland in such a manner so as to prevent 
serious complication. 

J rely on him. he continued, to advise 
President Cieveland that no hostile action 
on the part of the United States 
against the existing government of 
the Hawalian Islands will be admitted 
by the rules of international law. It would 
be most unfairto have action taken dy tue 
United States without an opportunity 
being given to the Provisional 
Government to controvert ex parte 
statements concerning the manner of its in- 
itiation.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 18.— Secretary

making any reference to the restoration of 


the Queen. He seemed greatly surprised, but 
absolutely refused to express an opinion upon 
the news thus conveyed. His entire manner 
indicated that he did not consider the news 
as reliable or that he entertained the opinion 
that it did not cover the entire situation. He 
opened his mouth only to laugh. It was sup- 
posed that he did not want to express any 
opinion until he should receive an official 
statement from Mr. Willis, and this was the 
interpretation put upon his silence by people 
immediately associated with him in the de- 
partment. 

No wonder, said one of these gentlemen, 
‘if Mr. Gresham views this announcement 
with incredulity. Compare it with.his letter 
to the President, and see how inconsistent 
this reported conduct on the part of Mr.

ROLLA WELLS AND OTHER DIRECTORS 
DISCUSS THE ATTACK. 


Do Not Believe That the Gentlemen Whose 


Horse Breeders’ Convention Are Re- 
sponsible forthe Anonymous Circular 
Accompanying It. . 


The Post-DISPATCH published yesterday a 
call issued by the Missouri Horse Breeders’ 
Association for a meeting to, held at En- 
tertaiment Hall in the position Building 
on Dec. 12 and 13. The eircular, it appears, 
was sent to nearly every horseman in the 
city and State, \ 


It was couched in spicy terms and signed 
by thirty-two horse breeders from all parts 
of the State. : 

Every one who received \ this circular 
notice did not, however, receive a very sen- 
sational document which was supposed to 
accompany it, and to which no names were 
appended. 

The Directors of the Fair Grounds Associa- 
tion, which is so viciously attacked in it, re- 
ceived the call, but were surprised to-day 
when shown a copy of the document, which 
was given the appearance of having been is- 
sued by the same parties. 

The anonymous screed reads as follows: 

FAIR ASSOCIATION ATTACKED. 


WORDS IN EXPLANATION—A BRIEF RETROSPECT—A 
STERN NECESSITY. 


Toa better understanding of the necessity for 
calling the horse breeders of the State of Missouri 
together the following paragraphs are submitted: 

Realizing the depressed condition of the horse 
market and deprecating the estimation in which the 
owner and breeder of borsesarein general held by 
the public, the signers of the call seek a means for 
relief in an assoeiation for mutual protection. 

The Misseuri Trotting and Paeing Horse Breeders’ 
Association and the Missouri Saddie Horse Breeders’ 
Association are isudable organizations, have ac- 
complished much good aad given genera! satisfac- 
tion. It is subject for much regret that they are pro- 


usefulness, privileges and benefits to the entire 
horse industry of the State. 

To an association represanting the combined 
breeders of the State, are the officers and members 
of ihese associations informally invited to unite 
their interests without surrendering an ieta of their 
separate and distinct individuality. Other associa- 
tions, in which the horse forms an important factor, 
exist in the State and meet the requirements of their 
immediate localities, while others signally fail to 
meet the demands, local orof State iaterests. Op- 
erated for private gain, they area detriment to the 
horse industry. Notably the St. Louis Agricultural 
and Mechanical Association. 

RETROSPECT. 

This association was conceived by a fine stock 
breeder, resident of the State, and was organized in 
the fine stock interests of the State. For the pur- 
pose of popularizing its attendance, the manufact- 
urers, merchants and storekeepers were invited to 
join with the fine stock breeders as desirable auxil- 
iaries. Because of metropolitan advantage and the 
aid of public indorsement, it became a pronounced 
suecess, and was the just pride the of.cemmunity. It 
was an ideal creation of the times and its fame 
reached far and wide. 

Its success excited the avarice of speculators, and, 

unfortunately, its shares of stock gradually went 
into the hands of the few. Its revenues were per- 
verted, the liberty of directors of departments was 
restricted by a presidential Egot, privileges denied 
minor shareholders when public interest egen to 
wane, 
Far-sighted merchants and manufacturers, per- 
ceiving its inevitable destiny, suggested an exposi- 
tion, and the St. Louis Expesition aad Musical As- 
sociation of to-day was the result.

For several years past the Old St. Louis Fair’’ 
has existed by foree of ite ancient association. A 
few old-timers may occasionally be seen en its 
greunds, as wandering children at the side of a 
parent’s grave; with solemn mein and measured 
stride they depart to mournin silenee the life that 
can never retura. The flower of the live stoek in- 
dustry is withered under a chilling frost of debt 
mysteriously contracted, the associlatien grewn 
green in corruption, and deep in weils of ne mew b 
for the breeders’ preservation must be abandoned 
to its fate.

He had expected to 
hear that the rrovifional Government was 
still in authority. He said he was very much 
pleased to hear that it was still so.

Kalakaua, when shown 
the bulletin, said he had felt confident all the 
time that the Presidpnt would not yield his 
authority without the employment of force. 
He thought Mr. Dolp would have drawn up 
his forces in form for defense until marines 
were actually landed. Mr. Armstrong felt 
confident President Dole would not yield to 
any mere verbal request or threat. 

Mr. Armstrong is strongly inclined to de- 
lieveaiso tnat the Queen has advisers who 
would counsel her against consenting to 
go back upon the throne unless the United 
States guaranteed to maintain her there. 
Mr. Neuman, who presented her claim in 
Washington, is amply capable of perceiving 
the bearing of his client’s case.

Not by a blamed sight. I am no longer a 
public man; I am wearing no man's color. I 
am not responsible to any man or class of 
men, nor is any man responsible for what I 
say; congeqeently 1 say what I believe and 
use my own language in expressing my 
opinion. I will say, however, that my 
lecture, if you choose to call it such, will be 
non-partisan. It will treat of American 
politics and politicians according to my own 
ideas, and I will not, Iassure you, deal un- 
justly with any political party—that is ac- 
cording to my way of thinking.“ 

CANNOT ACCOUNT FOR LANDSLIDES. 

When asked his theory of the Democratic 
landslide of two weeks ago and what it was 
dus to he replied:

SHALL WE FEED THE FRENCH? 


It is likely that Commercial Agent 
Griffin in sending his report on American 
groceries in France, did not anticipate 
the McKinley uprising in Ohio and the 
prediction that McKinleyism would be the 
American policy in future. 

Mr. Griffin gives an interesting list of the 
articles that might be profitably shipped 
from this side to the French markets, 
and there seems to be no reason why our 
trade with France should not be greatly 
extended under a wise commercial policy. 

The people of France want salt fish and 
smoked and canned fish. They need our 
herrings and our cod and our mackerel. 
Superior American pork is sold to the 
French by the English as prime ‘‘York- 
shire pork,’’ because there is a prejudice 
against American pork, which is often 
eaten without cooking. Byen good Amer- 
ican sausages would find consumers. 
Canned peas and peaches, properly 
put up, would sell rapidly, and 
there would be some d@mand for 
plums, cherries, apricots and quinces. 
California can sell her raisins in 
France by pushing them, and not crying 
too loudly for high tariff duties on French 
wines. Large quantities of American 
evaporated fruit have recently found a 
rapid sale. There is a chance for Lima 
beans, tomatoes and small beans, and it is 
thought that canned sweet corn will soon 
find a place in every French grocery. 
Flavoring extracts, cheese, pickles and 
condiments. urs also put down as having 
prospects if properly introduced. 

It will be useless, however, for Ameri- 
cans to attempt to find markets in Burope 
if high tariffs are to be kept up in this 
country. England gives all lands free 
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protect ME against foreign and internal 
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foreign markets that prevented, under Mr. 
Harrison, a depression which would have 
been worse than that of the present year.

UNCLE RUSSELL’ HARD LUCK. 
- The country will be greatly surprised, if 
not indignant, to learn that the Supreme 
Court of New York has reversed the de- 
cision of the court which refused one 
Laidlaw 550, 000 damages from Uncle Rus- 
sell Sage. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Laidlaw 
was a clerkin the officeof Uncle Rus- 
sell at the time the Boston Anarchist 
dropped in with a satchel of dynamite. 
Uncle Russell, when he saw the crank 
swing the satchel, did just as any other 
prudent capitalist would have done. He 
grasped his poor clerk, placed that person 
between himself and the assassin, and 
when the dynamite went off, it broke up 
the clerk and left Uncle Russell unharmed. 

There are some people, no doubt, who 
will say that Uncle Russell had no right to 
lay hands on Mr. Laidlaw, and that he 
should have got behind a stove or crawled 
under a table, but Uncle Russell really 
didn’t have time to think of everything. 
He realized how much he would be missed 
by the charity associations in the cold 


weather, while anything happening to his 


clerk would scarcely be noticed except by 
the clerk himself. 

Perhaps if this clerk, with his many 
painful wounds, had gone to Uncle Rus- 
sell, or sent to him, in the proper spirit, 
Uncle Russell would have been willing to 
pay the surgeon for sewing up the open- 
ings, but it does not appear that any such 
course was adopted by the bleeding plain- 
tiff. In his vindictiveness he preferred to 
drag Uncle Russell into court. 

It will be hard on Uncle Russell to pay 
this $50,000.

In ancient tines the very rich man dis- 
charged his otfjigations to the government 
by voluntarily ejuipping an army or fitting 
out a fleet. Such} acts were not regarded as 
extraordinary deeds of philanthropy, but 
were held as aa he eon of obligations 


due to the State and the people. When heavy 
tribute was levied upon a State by a neigh- 
boring enemy al the price of security tne 
very rich bore ths burden.

Johnny Huffman, who until recently 
trained the famous Kendall stable for the 
noted Western race track plunger Chris 
Smith, is now racing his own string, which 

includes Ceverton, Van Buren, known in 
chicago as the little jack - rabbit, Forest 
Rose, Voldora and others, at the course 
across the river. Huffman’s wonderful suc- 
cess with Yo Tambien, Maid Marian, Dollie 
McCone and the rest of Smith’s fiyers es- 
tablished his reputation as one of the very 
best trainers on the Western circuit. When 
he took charge of the Kendall stable the true 
merit of the great Yo Tamdien was almost 
unknown, and he cannot be given too much 
credit for developing her. Yo Tambien’s 
magnificent pedigree, she being out of 
Marian, the acknowledged greatest brood- 
marein the world, makes her extremely 
valuable when her racing days are over. 
This was well knows to Smith when he pur- 
chased her and he knew she 
was a safe investment whether 
she proved a breadwinner or not. 
It did not take Huffman long to demonstrate 
what a high-class mare she was. 

If Smith had followed his trainer’s advice 
he would to-day be as well-fixed financially 
as he was when his stable was sweeping ev- 
erything before it at Garfield Park a year 
ago.

W. H. Jackson ofthe Belle Meade stud made 
a deal recently with him for the mare on the 


same conditions, but paid only $2,500. 


Huffman thinks Smith madea big mistake 
matching Yo Tambien against Lamplighter 
and Clifford. ‘*The mare can defeat them 
both allright, but she should not have been 
sent against them after a hard season's cam- 
paign and especially over the Hawthorne 
track.“ said he yesterday. ‘‘She never did 
run well over the going at the Cicero course, 
while it has been just the opposite with Clif- 
ford. Then again, Doggett, whorode the 
mare, used spurs on her, which I never 
would allow when she was in my hands. 
They make her nervo and excitable and, 
as she is a very nia strung animal, it 
can be imagined a handicap it 
was to her, with Doggett contin- 
ually. no doubt, digging them in. 
Yes, sir, under favorable circumstances 


I am positive Yo Tambien could show her 
hoofs to Tammany, Clifford, Rudolph and 
Morello in a match race. I may be mistaken 
but I think she is the greatest performer of 
them all.“ Unlike Smith, Huffman is well 
fixed financially. Heowns one of the finest 
farms around Greenville, III., and will di- 
vide his time between there and East Side 
this winter.

NEW BICYCLE WHEEL.

It Is the Invention of a Srenchman and 
Will Do Away With Jolting. 

A Frenchman has patented a bicycle wheel 
which isa strongand durable and designed 
to promote smooth riding. The rim of the 
wheel consists of two side-plates held a 
proper distance apart by short bolts or rods, 
and inclosing between their outer edges a 
band or tire of double T shape, which may be 
of either the cushion or pneumatic type. 
This tire is preferably formed in sections to 
facilitate repairs and the substi- 
tution of new sections. Rods 


surrounded by spiralsprings and having a 


sliding connection with the outer rim are 
also connected witb the plates of an internal 
concentric rim through sleeves riveted upon 
the inside of the latter, to allow for a limited 
degree of bending or compression upon the 
externalrim. The metal spokes ure each 
tormed ofa pair of rods secured at their in- 
ner ends tothe hubin the ordinary manner, 
but their connection with the inner rim is 
through oppositely threaded sleeves or nuts, 
operatingas turn buckles, in the opposite 
ends of which are screwed short rods or stems 
connected with the rim, whereby the spokes 
may be readily tightened by turning the 
sleeve.

SAYS WEST POINT GRADUATES MAKE 


THE BIVER’S CONDITION WORSE. 


Address He Will Deliver Before the 
Commercial Club To-Night on Improv- 
ing the Mississippi — Says Cleveland 
is Unpopular in the South and That 
a Western Man Must Be Nominated 
Next. 


Gov. William M. Fishback of Arkansas 
arrived in the city this morning from Little 
Rock, toattend a meeting of the Commer- 
cial Club this evening. Some months ago 
President Rowse of the Commercial Club ad- 
dressed letters to the Governors of the States 
bordering on the Mississippi, asking them to 
assemble in St. Louis to discuss the matter of 
Mississippi river improvements, and, 
if possible, adopt some definite 
plans to de submitted to Congress 
with the request that action be taken at 
once. The idea of President Rowse was 
looked upon with favor by a number of 
Southern Governors, who promised to 
be on hand when a date was set for 
the meeting. Some two weeks ago it was 
determined to hold the meeting to-night, 
but owing to numerous obstacles, only Gov. 
Stone of Missouri and Gov. Fishback of 
Arkansas will be present at the meeting, 
The Governor of Arkansas is deeply 
interested in deep water navigation, 
and will read a lengthy paper this evening 
on the ‘‘Navigable Waters of the South. 

In referring to the condition of the Missis- 
sippi River and its tributaries Gov. Fishback 
said to a Post-DISPATCH reporter this 
morning: ‘‘I willfirst pay my respects to 


my own State. We havein Arkansas 4.000 
miles of navigable water, more miles proba- 
bly than any. other State in the Union, 
and I want to say right now 
that the rivers are in worse condition than 
they were twenty-fve years ago. If they 
had been left to take bare of themselves they 
would be in far better shape.

that he soon ascertained that Morgan had no 
right to sell the territory which he had pur- 
Chased. He then caused Brandon’s arrest. 

This morning there were four additional 
complainants at the Four Courts awaiting an 
opportunity to lodgea charge against Morgan 
Ed A. Bowman,a realestate dealer of the 
firm of Hull & Bowman of Rock 
Island, Til., said that he had 
purchased for $200 the exclusive right to Iill- 
nois from Morgan and had since. ascer- 
tained that James A. Fincher 
of 506B Collinsville avenue, East St. Louis, 
had purchased the same territory for $200. 
Mr. Fincher and Mr. Bowman met at the 
Four Courts this morning, and both sald they 
were surprised to learn that 
Morgan was crooked. While 
they were discussing their hard 
luck Mr. C. E. Chaffee of 4581 Page avenue 
came to the front and stated that if Morgan 
was a fraud he wanted to prosecute 
him, as he had paid Morgan 
$200 for the territorial rights of nine States 
for the same patent. 

J. S. Castle of 1615 Olive street also had a 
kick. He paid, he said, $75 for the Missouri 
territory. 

It has since been learned that Morgan, only 
a few years ago, was arrested on a similar 
chargein Chicago and was brought back 
to St. Louls by the late Detective 
Pat Lawler. Morgan on this occasion was 
accused of defrauding a number of St. 
Loulsans on the sale of territory for the 
introducticn of a patent butter-cutter. 
A charge of fraud was preferred against him 
but the case was compromised and Morgan 
was released. At the time he said his wife 
was sick in Chicago and this led to his 
being dealt with easily. He isa son of a fam-

RUSSELL SAGE’S SHIELD. 


Verdict in the Laidlaw Case Reversed by 


the State Supreme Court. 
New YorK, Nov. 18.—The judgment of the 
lower court, which in June last dismissed the 
suitorW. R. Laidlaw, Jr., against Russell 
Sage, was concurred in last evening by 
Justices Van Brunt, Follett and Parker of the 
Supreme Court. 
The decision reads: 
The jury would have a right toinfer from the evyi- 
dence in this case that the defeadant, being in 
reset fear last Norcross would carry out the threat 
contained in his written memo um to him aud 
explode the dynamite which he heid in his bag, 
laced the plaintiff between himself and the appre- 
ended danger as the best possible scréen which he 
had at hand. New, ifthe defendast put his hand 
upon or teuched the plaintiffand caused him to 
change his position with that intent. he was guilty 
ofawrengful act toward the plaintiff, and it the 
plaintiff was injured by the happening of the an- 
ticipated catastrophe, then the burden is thrown 
upon the defendant of establis hingthat his wrong- 
ful act did notin the slightest degree contribute to 
any part of the injury which the plaintiff sustained 
by reason ofthe explosion. It is not necessary for 
the plaintiff to show that he would not have been so 
severely injured if he had been lett standing ia his 
original position, but the defendant, having wronge- 
fully placed him in the chaaged position with the 
intent of using him as a shield, is bound at least to 
show to the satisfaction of the jury that the plaintiff 
would have been injured to the same extent had he 
beer left untouched.

Will Be Honored. 

NEW YORE, Nov. 18.—The WORLD says Rev. 
Fr. Francis D. Fabris, who accompanied 
Archidshop Satolli to this country, is au- 
thority for the statement that the Apostolic 
Delegate is to be raised to a Cardinalate.
